The trials of the 22 Iranian 
students arrested December 6 December 6 
have been postponed for 
technical reasons. 

Three of the 22 students 
arrested were to be tried Friday brooke Streets, 
for disturbing the peace. The 
students were initially 
scheduled to be tried In groups' 
of two, three and four on nine 
spearate dates. The five- 
member legal team defending 
the students asked in their 
opening remarks Friday mor- * he 
ning that the 22 be tried 
together because they were all 
facing the same charge 
stemming from the same in- 
cident. 

Although the judge main- 
tained each student could 
receive "a fair and full defence” 
only if the charges were tried 
separately, he suggested that a 
week be reserved and the 
Iranians be tried consecutively. 

"This is a positive step," 
defence lawyer Peter Weldon 
told the Daily. “It means we can 
concentrate our efforts on the 
trial, which was harder when 
the dates were spread out.” 

Three more Iranians are 
scheduled to appear in court 
Thursday to face charges of 
disturbing the peace. At that 
tifne the defence-will Iron out 
the details of the consecutive 



trials with the prosecution. The 
22 students were arrested 
while demon- 
strating against the Shah 
outside the House of Iran on 
the corner of Peel and Sher- 



Approximately 200 people 
marched outside the Municipal 
Courthouse during the trial in 
support of the Iranians. The 
demonstration was sponsored 
by the Committee in Defence of 
Arrested which Is 
composed of 16 different 
political parties, student 
groups, and unions including 
Amnesty International, ANEQ, 
and the CSN (Montreal). The 
demonstrators carried signs 
and chantecTslogans including 
"Canadian imperialists out of 
Iran". 

Mobarez, a spokesperson for 
the Defence Committee, said 
the demonstration “was good 
in an educational sense. A lot 
of people asked us questions 
about the situation in Iran." 

The representative claims 
demonstrators were harassed 
by police officers taking pic- 
tures . of them. The police 
moved the demonstration from 
the east side of Gosford to the 
west side. They said the 
demonstrators were blocking

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Consumer reporting 



Not just product prices

Morton Mintz of the 
Washington Post, maintains 
that Bell Telephone has an 
income exceeding .that of all 
but nineteen countries. Yet in 
spite of its "massive pur- 
chasing power" Bell in Illinois 
buys fuel for all its company’s 
vehicles at the retail level. This 
expenditure, says Mintz, is a 
tax dodge that gives the 
company "a base for profits". 

Mintz addressed a consumer 
reporting seminar at the In- 
vestigative Journalism con- 
ference held last weekend In 
Montreal. The main purpose of 
the . conference was to 
establish a Center for In- 
vestigative Journalism. The 
Center will serve as a resource 
bureau for journalists doing in- 
depth coverage of current 
issues. The Center’s location, 
staff and precise mandate have 
yet to be decided. Mintz urged 
more thorough consumer 
reporting, especially large 
corporations like Beil. He 



argued that newspapers have a 
responsibility to write about 
issues that interest their 
readers, and since all readers 
are consumers, the interest 
obviously exists. 

To illustrate his point Mintz 
described an incident that 
occurred at the Minneapolis 
Star. A group of consumer 
reporters at the Star wrote a 
story about dangerously high 
bacteria levels found in 
hamburger being sold within 
the community. The story, 
when it appeared in the Star, 
generated a great deal ot 
controversy.. Several weeks 
later the Star’s advertising 
department conducted a poll to 
determine, which stories 
readers remembered. They 
discovered a 90% retention 
level for the hamburger article, 
by far the highest score in the 
poll. 

Consumer reporters, like 
other reporters, says Mintz, 
should be news reporters first 
and foremost. "I don't want to 



Yale sex trials 

Grades for a price 



NEW HAVEN (HS-CUP)-A 
landmark case in which a 
former Yale student alleged she 
was offered better grades in 
return for sex with her 
professor is expected to go to 
trial in mid-January. 

Pamela Price alleged that, in 
the spring of 1976, she was a 
sophomore at Yale and was 
offered a deal. One of her 
professors, she said, told her 
he'd give hpr a high grade if she 
had sex with him, and a lower 
grade if she refused. 

She refused, and with five 
other women, took Yale to 
court, accusing the school of 
violating US Title Nine stric- 
tures against sexual 
discrimination, and of 
providing inadequate 
procedures for treating its 
students’ complaints of sexual 
harassment. 

The case has so far 
generated some important 
legal precedents for women 



who wish to sue in cases of 
sexual harassment. 

Most recently, the federal 
district court in Boston ruled in 
late Nov. in hearings 
associated with the Price case 
that students in a university 
can indeed go directly to 
federal court for remedy, 
without first going through 
channels" at the institution, or 
first complaining to the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, which 
oversees Title Nine matters. 

The ruling came in response 
to Yale's latest effort to have 
the case dismissed before it 
got to trial. Last year, Yale also 
moved to dismiss the suit, and 
in Dec. of 1977, succeeded in 
disqualifying five of Price’s co- 
plaintiffs. 

In the process, however, the 
courts establishea that sexual 
harassment is the same thing 
as sexual discrimination. That

•be an advocate" he said, 
arguing that that role was 
better left to editorialists. A 
reporter's role is to "keep 
pushing at the frontiers" of 
knowledge. 

Ellen Roseman, consumer 
columnist for the Globe and 
Mail, . agreed with Mintz’s 
concern for more investigative 
consumer journalism. She said 
her problems stemmed from 
both editors' and readers’ 
perceptions of what a con- 
sumer reporter should cover. 

“Editors," says Roseman, 
like up and down stories; 
prices up, prices down". 
Because “editors are middle 
class" they, as consumers, are 
interested in stories about 
products they are buying or 
thinking of buying. 

Readers’ requests are for 
• fluff stories" about Christmas 
tree decorations and in- 
flammable nightgowns. All of 
which leaves her with Tittle time 
- for the stories' that should be 
covered, such as the ef- 
fectiveness of marketing 
bbards, disappearing retail 
competition and énvironmentaf 
concerns. 

"Consumer reporting is not a 
narrow specialty” says 
Roseman. “To be a good 
consumer reporter you need a 
good background in science," 
she said. The. complexity of 
product testing reports make a 
basic understanding of science 
essential to consumer jour- 
nalism." 
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Legal Briefs 



Provincial Legal Aid: A Lawyer for the Asking 
You are living in an apartment in the ghetto and the place is in- 
fested with cockroaches, the plumbing is bad and the apartment 
is always cold. Numerous appeals to your landlord produce no 
results so you finally just move out. Ten days later you receive a 
letter from your landlord's lawyer informing youjhat unless you 
pay S600 you will be sued in Provincial Court. What are you going 
to do? On the one hand, you can't afford the $600 but, on the other 
hand, though you feel you were legally entitled to break your 
lease, you can’t afford a lawyer. So what do you do? You could 
skip the province, but that is neither a very practical solution nor 
does it solve your problems. Furthermore, you may be entitled to 
having your legal expenses paid for by the provincial government. 

The Provincial Legal Aid Commission provides a service 
whereby certain qualifying, persons may be represented in certain 
cases at the expense of the government. A person has the choice 
of being represented by either a LEGAL AID lawyer, who is a 
lawyer employed by the government, or by a lawyer of the person's 
choice so long as this lawyer is agreeable to representing the 
person and is eligible to accept legal aid mandates. 

Who Qualifies For Provincial Legal Aid? 

The basis for determining whether or not a person qualifies for 
legal aid is purely an economic one, determined in most cases by 
an individual’s income. According to the present qualifying limits, 
the maximum weekly benefits that a single person can be 
receiving is $135.00 per week. In the case of a couple, the 
maximum weekly benefit is presently $150.00 per week and an 
extra $15.00 per week for each dependent is also allowed. 
Therefore in the case of a couple with two children the maximum 
weekly benefit is $180.00. It should be remembered that these 
amounts are reviewed quite frequently and further, that special 
circumstances will very often be considered in determining 
whether or not someone is entitled to legal aid. If a person is 
heavily in debt and is being sued by a creditor, but this person's 
income is $10.00 over the stated maximum weekly benefit for a 
single person, the amount of his indebtedness will certainly be a 
factor in determining whether or not the person is entitled to legal 
aid. What Types of Cases Will Legal Aid Accept? 

Legal Aid is available for a very large number of legal 
procedures. This includes such things as changing one’s name, 
seeking an injunction, as well as appearing before the Rental 
Board. You may also obtain legal aid for any criminal proceeding 
taken against you. 

There are procedures for which legai aid is not available, the 
most important of which is any proceeding in which you wish to 
sue someone else for an amount of money. Some other 
procedures not covered by legal aid are defences to any parking 
violation, an action for alienation of affection, or an action in 
. damages resulting from the breaking of a promise to marry. In 
many of these cases as well, the lack of coverage will only exist 
where you are acting as plaintiff and not where you are a defen- 
dant. The best thing to do in any case is to check with your local 
LEGAL AID office. 

You can find out whether or not you qualify for legal aid or 
whether they will accept your case by contacting the PROVINCIAL 
LEGAL AID office IN THE AREA IN WHICH YOU LIVE and making 
an appointment as most offices will refuse to see anyone who just 
walks in off the street. 

If you are not sure which office to contact or where the office for 
your area is located, there is a central office which can be con- 
tacted. The staff at McGill Campus Legal Aid can also provide you 
with this information. 

As a final note, remember that you are not required to accept a 
provincial Legal Aid lawyer. If you feel that you would prefer to be 
represented by a lawyer in private practice, this is possible as long 
as the lawyer is able and willing to accept a legal aid mandate.

Journalists pool 
resources 

One of the most exciting things to happen in Canadian journalism 
in a long time took place over the weekend. A group of concerned 
journalists from across the country gathered at the Hotel Méridien 
and 'founded a Centre for Investigative Journalism. A board of 
directors was elected and a modest amount of money collectedto 
establish funding. It is a humble but vital beginning. 

No one at this stage agrees what range of activities or name the 
Centre should assume. But agreement that its existence is 
necessary is clear enough. As Grajiam Fraser, one of the con- 
ference organizers put it, "We found ourselves sitting on a 
volcano." 

When the media learned the conference was being planned the 
response was enormous. 

The theme of the symposium, investigative journalism, struck a 
collective nerve among news-seekers. The media, they recognize, 
has an important role to play in helping today's citizen understand 
the world he/she inhabits. So-called "lifestyle journalism" is 
meagre fare for the concerned who are searching for a tool to help 
understand the disorienting environment we live in. 

A significant part of the media’s responsibility is the con- 
tribution it must make to a fuller understanding of the political 
structure. 

It has long been argued that Canadians lack a strong tradition 
of civil rights advocacy. Having rights, however, implies not only 
an understanding of those rights but a jealous guarding of them. 
Considering the pap we are fed daily in the commercial media it is 
a wonder anyone in this country is conscious of the theoretical 
foundations upon which the political structure rests. The 
Canadian news establishment has done little to promote 
awareness of the citizen-state relationship. 

Social consciousness, essential to the functioning of any 
political entity calling itself'democratic, will not evolve from an 
Information void. 

The establishment of the Centre is a recognition, by journalists, 
that they have been fulfilling only half of their responsibilities. It is 
also a realization that co-operation is necessary if anything more 
than a superficial examination of particular issues is to be un- 
dertaken. v 

Again and again at the conference I heard the comment that US 
journalists havp it far easier because the Freedom of Information 
• Act gives them access to documents Canadians can only dream 
“^bout. The Centre will, at the very least, provide information on 
where to look and what recourse reporters have when they are 
confronted with an impenetrable and unresponsive bureaucratic 
body, be it corporate or governmental. 

The Centre will also serve as a meeting ground for journalists 
examining similar concerns. It will be a place for fellow media 
persons to brainstorm and exchange information. 

Student journalists, no less than others, have a great deal to 
gain from the creation of the Centre. The student media was well 
represented at the convention and, to its everlasting benefit, 
managed to get the president of Canadian University Press (CUP), 
John Wilson, elected to the founding board of directors. Wilson 
has governed CUP, of which the Daily . and 64 other Canadian 
university and college papers are members, during the past year 
with a levelheadedness and concern for student issues that will be 
great assets to the Centre's board of directors. It is a promising 
beginning indeed.

Last night I attended a Joint 
Management Committee (JMC) 
meeting. Because the JMC is 
responsible for allocating 
funds, I was obliged to attend 
in Order to receive monies for 
the funding of my. group, The 
McGill Christian Fellowship. 
We have previously been 
refused any funding from the 
Students' Society because we 
are a so-called group which 
discourages membership on 
the part of any McGill student" 
because of our basic doc- 



trines or beliefs”. Once again, 
the JMC refused to allow our 
group any monetary support. I 
left the meeting in a state of 
frustration and anger because 
of the unfairness of this 
decision masquerading under 
the guise of impartiality. I 
would like to express to the 
student body why such a 
decision was unfair. 

In the first place, we were 
refused funds because our 
group is of a religious or 
political nature. Using the same 
arguments I too could maintain 
that all groups are religious or 
political in that every group, 
because it is founded for 



specific reasons, discourages 
membership of some students 
simply because they do not 
have these specific interests. 
TheWomen’s union, the camera 
club, the debating union, etc. 
certainly discourage my 
membership because my in- 
terests do not lie in these areas. 
They are all heavily funded and 
supported by the Students’ 
Society. 

Secondly, McGill Christian 
Fellowship is striving to 
overcome the apathy en- 
countered by us all here at 
McGill. The attitude of the 
members of the JMC do 
nothing more than promulgate 
the very apathy they them- 
selves so often speak out 
against. Although the McGill 
Christian Fellowship 
represents more than one 
hundred students concerned 
with the spiritual and physical 
needs of others, the JMC has 
given us little or no support 
with which to augment our 
concern. 

Thirdly, the amount of money 
which we sought from the JMC 
was relatively small and it was 
also negotiable. Not only did 
the members of the JMC refuse 
to entertain the original 
request, they refused to alter 
the amount of funds requested, 
thereby illustrating the lack of 
concern for us. The strengths 
ol the projects we Intended to 
operate were not' discussed, 
and the worthwhileness of 
allocating us the money was 
determined only in relation to 
the fact that we are overtly 
•religious". 

Thus I feel obliged to write 
this letter questioning the 
validity of the JMCs decision 
on this motion. As a 
representative of 100 people, I 
cannot help but feel somewhat 
justified to a share of at least 
some of the contributions we 
have all made to the Students’ 
Society. I understand the dif- 
ficulties in appropriating vast 
sums to a wide variety of in- 
terest groups, but policy should 
have bearing on individual 
circumstances only in so far as 
it helps represent the in- 
dividuals involved and not the 
interests of the bureaucratic 
structure. It is the individual's 
Students’ Society after all!!!

Oppression creates strength? 
To the Daily: 

The lettter submitted by Ms. 
Rosenfield and Devenyi ap- 
pearing in the Daily issue of 
Thursday, .23 November was 
itself a reaction to another 
letter which appeared on 
Monday .20 November sub- 
mitted by Mr. Seoud. 

Both articles dealt with 
whether or not Israel was a 
racist and discriminating 
society. The logic of the letter 
went something like this; it 
established what it felt was the 
proof of the existence of a 
democratic society in Israel by 
citing an Israeli professor, Dr. 
Shahak, who spoke out against 
the racism he felt existed in his 
society, "thus proving Israel to 
be an open minded and ob- 
jective state, giving freedom to 
the individual." 

This reasoning ignores the 
context of Dr. Shahak’s 
argument, and in fact, twists 
the message against itself. 
They submit, "Thus, any thesis 
put forth and argued that Israel 
is a racist country does not 
hold up in light of the fact that 
on the staff of the Hebrew 
University there is a man with a 
view quite contrary to those of 
the Israeli government and yet 
he is freely allowed to express 
them without any censorship." 
Ohviously the publication of an 
individual’s views, when dif- 
fering from the government in 
power, does not by itself 
determine as Thursday’s letter 
suggests, the “democratic" or 
“objective" nature of a political 
order. 

Significantly however .it 
would seem to establish that 
this particular professor or his 
publications wore not deemed 
threatening enough to be 
censored. If, 'however a 
Palestinian professor at an 
Israeli university (if such a 
person exists), published his 
observations in such an article, 
he would probably not be in a 
particularly safe position. 

Also noteworthy is Ms. 
Rosenfield's and Mr. Devenyi’s 
letter was their choice of words 
in reference to the "survival" of 
the Jews. This particular motif 
of "survival" is reminiscent of 
phrases used to describe the 
fate of white Rhodesians when 
black rule is established. It 
should be clear from history 
that oppressed peoples don't 
vanish, unless utterly 
obliterated, if that is possible. 
Instead they become stronger 
than their “masters". The 
greatest threats right now to a 
policy of development in the 
iThird World’ are the con- 



sequences that will un- 
doubtedly arise from the ex- 
ploitation of various groups 
and classes. Ironically, survivaj 
is at stake for the Jews of 
Israel, for by pressurizing the 
gasses in their containers, 
there must be an explosion. 

New terms must be arranged 
for the exchange of raw 
materials and technology. How 
long will Canadians let 
themselves be bled? When will 
the Americans and the Soviets 
realize that it is their short- 
term-self-interest foreign policy 
that will be their greatest threat 
to existence in the long run? 
Support the struggles of all 
oppressed and threatened 
peoples, and help bring up the 
consciousness of the unwitting 
accomplices.

cupying administration offices. 
A Nov. 23 demonstration in 
Québec City saw close to 8,000 
students march on the National 
Assembly. 

At the ANEQ. weekend 
meeting, delegates argued 
strongly for a réévaluation of 
their strategy and a new set of 
demands. Currently, the 
demands include free tuition, 
elimination of independence 
criteria, a switch from loans to 
bursaries and a reduction in 
expected parental contribution. 

Delegates also conducted a 
self-criticism session of the 
ANEQ organization. The 
Rimouski contingent criticized 
other CEGEP delegations for 
not performing a vital 
educational role. When the 
crusade against the loans'ahd 
bursaries started, the Rimouski 
students’ council had done a 
whole series of economic 
studies before deciding on any 
action. The Rimouski 
delegation suggested that 
other CEGEPs do similar 
studies in their areas. 

Delegates concluded that 
once all the reorganization is 
done and new information is 
assembled, a general meeting 
of ANEQ students in Rimouski 
to be held in three weeks would 
be the best course ol action.

They may as well have been 
playing in an electrical storm. 
The SRO mpb of about 1,000 at 
the Concordia Athletic Com- 
plex generated a super charged 
atmosphere that ignited 
everyone entering its high 
voltagevlcinity. 

Hardly incidental to the 
excitement were the revved-up 
Concordia Stingers and McGill 
Rédmen. Yet it seems that the 
Stingers were in overdrive all 
night long with the Redmen 
occasionally.falling Into a verse 
in the 77-69 Concordia victory.' 

To see that the players were 
completely immersed in the 
hysterics was most obvious to 
lip readers in the crowd. For the 
first few minutes, center Pat 
Kehoe was jawing decibels 
above his usually vociferous 
self with his opposite number 
Leon Bynoe and, at times, the 
whole Stinger bench. 

In the opening 13 minutes, 
the teams played give and take 
with the lead, neither side 
gaining more than a three point 
advantage. Steve Skabla put 
together one particularly 
brilliant stretch of eight 
straight Redmen points off 
almost every shot and move in 
the book. 

With 7:26 left, Stinger coach 
Doug Daigneault ordered his 
troops into a full court pass, a 
move that sent the Redmen

right off their game. When 
McGill could work the ball away 
from the Stingers for a good 
shot, the ball just refused to 
take the Redmen bounce. 
Coach Butch Staples moaned, 
"we missed those easy bunnies 
and just played a poor inside 
game." 

The tenuous 29-28 Concordia 
lead ballooned to 44-32 before 
half time, as the Stingers 
obtscored McGill 15-4 with their 
press in full tilt. This streak was 
vital, since as Daigneault would 
later bean, "the win was a 
combination of our playing an 
excellent first half offensively 
and the pressure we put on 
them in the first half." 

Skabla led the Redmen in the 
first half with 12 points on six 
for ten shooting. Pat Kehoe hit 
for eight points but was most 
definitely not a dominating 
force in play. 

No doubt the Redmen 
received plenty of instructions 
and pleas from Staples on how 
to break-the-press-because-if- 
we-don't-we-die. Task in mind, 
McGill emerged from the locker 
room and inch by inch began to 
chip away at the Stinger lead. 

Play after play Gordie 
Brabant would come careening 
out of his backcourt to elude 
the Con pressure and pass off 
to a teammate, more often than 
not the ubiquitous Gregg 
Fasulo. Fasulo carried the team 



glorious victory. 

Redmen goalie Sylvain 
Charbonneau played a solid 
game, stopping spurts of 
Patriotes' offence. At the other 
end, netminder Daniel Coutu 
backed up his reputation as the 
league's leading goalie even 
though McGill scorod four 
times against him. He was truly 
sensational. Second stringer 
Gilbert Moisan relieved him for 
the last 20 minutes. 

Th,e Redmen displayed 
uncanny proficiency on their 
power play killing units. In the 
period, they must have had at 
least half a dozen breakaways 
while playing shorthanded. 

• An honorable mention must 
be given to captain Dave 
‘Mendelssohn who played his 
' best game of the year. He 
started the Redmen rushes, 
carrying the puck with con- 
fidence. He admitted that he 
felt he was skating much better 
and that he always comes on 
stronger in the second half of 
the year. Colleague Doug 
Bradley was also a standout on 
the McGill blue line. 

Fortunately, 'all players stuck 
to playing hockey, leaving 
aside all violence, a common 
feature in varsity hockey this 
year. You will remember that at 
the last meet between these 
teams, a bench clearing brawl 
had broken out following a 



savage attack on center Bill 
Hozack. Ill feelings were still in 
the air. However, an aware 
referee, Yvon Belanger, met 
both head coaches before the 
game. After this conversation, 
Herb Madill told his players 
that foolishly violent acts 
would be severely punished by 
the league. 

Madill gave it straight to his 
players.- "What is important is 
the two points." He added, 
"You have to skate when you 
haven’t got the puck. That 
creates opportunities." All 
skaters came out hungrier than 
ever following their coach's 
orders and a decisive victory 
was the answer.

on his shoulders in the second 
half by scoring 18 of his total 24 
points.

year before, or worked 20 weeks 
last year, or worked part-time at 
least 20 hours a week during 
the year, you won’t be eligible. 

That’s because Parliament 
approved cuts In the unem- 
ployment Insurance program in 
late December that tighten Ul 
rules for those coming Into the 
work force or working part-time. 

Previously, you had to work 
10 to 14 weeks in the last year, 
depending on the unem- 
ployment rate in your area, to 
be eligible for Ul. As of April 1, 



an extra restriction will be 
added — if you had not worked 
at least 14 weeks in the year 
before that, you will have to 
work at least 20 weeks in the 
last year. 

According to the National 
Union of Students, this will 
mean only students who can 
work two full summers will be 
eligible for Ul in their third 
summer. But, because of higher 
student' summer unem- 
ployment rates (15.2 per cent

For part-time work, previous 
regulations made anyone 
earning over $48 per week 
eligible for Ul. As of April 1, the 
minimum will be 20 hours of 
work a week. 

According to the University 
of Toronto graduate assistants’ 
association, this will mean 
almost all teaching assistants 
will be cut off Ul because they 
are not allowed to work more 
than 10 hours per week. 

And, according to NUS, this 
change will mean those 
students who cannot find more 
than part-time work will be 
discriminated against in get- 
ting Ul. 

The Ul changes, first an- 
nounced by Employment and 
Immigration Minister Bud 
Cullen September 1, were a 
center of controversy right until 
they received a third reading 
.December 22. 

The legislation was only 
rammed through Parliament 
after the government United 
debate to forestall NDP 
delaying tactics.
